ago, to the extent of one quarter sectionof 10 
ucres, more or less, | 

Entry may be made personally at the local | 
land ollice for the districtin which the land is 
situated, or uf the homnesteader desires be may, 
on application to the Minister of the Laterior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner cf Immigration, 
Winnipeg, or the local agent, receive authority 
for some one to make entry for him, 

The homesteader is required to perforin the 
conditions connected therewtth uuder one of 
the following plans: ; 

() At least six months’ residtcee upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three
